ATCOURT OFEPCURLS

Deep, Personal Interest Displayed in
“Trial,” at Which “Justice”
Dunlop Presides.

Peremptorily summoned hy G. Thom-
as Dunlop, chief justice of the supreme
eourt of Epicurus, more than 400 of
Washington's most prominent business,
professional and club men journeyed
to Hayes, Md., near Chevy Chase Lake,
the country home of the “Jurist,” yes-
terday afternoon to attend the new
trial ‘grsmrd by “Justice” Dunlop of
the celebrated case of the Lawyers
Biercrab,

Club against Hams von
alias Jambon De Biere-Cancre. The
“testimony’”’ was lavishly presented

and the jury pondered over its verdict
for more than three hours. The
“jurist” saw to it that the “good
things" included in the evidence were
not lost on the jurors, mor on any in
the assemblage.

Suggestion Carries Weight,

For & time it looked like an easy
vietory for the defense—the way the
“testimony” was received—but after
hours had passed in the consideration
ons bright jurer suggested that un-
lesa they found for the Lawyers’ Club
the host might consider it a reflection
on his profession.

The adoption of this suggestion made
the verdict easy, and it was declared
unanimously that the plaintiff was en-
titled to prevail, and that any remain-
ing property of the defendant on the
grounds should be subject to attach-
ment. The report of the jury was re-
celved with acclaim, and “Justice”
Dunlop, having granted a judgment of
condemnation of any of the defendant’s
property to be found. the attachment
was executed immediately.

Grateful for Convincing “Points.”

Before leaving the box the jurors,
for themselves and for the others pres-
ent, expressed their appreciation of the
convincing points made by “Justice”
Dunlep in his charge, and thanked him
for the excellent manner in which the
“testimony” had been presented to
them by him.

Among the jurors and witneases at
the “trial" were justices of the Dis-
trict courts, bankers, lawyers, brokers,
physicians and merchants. Nearly all
the clerks of the United States Su-
preme Court and of the District Su-

reme Court were in attendance to

eep the record of the proceedings.

APPROVES THE FLY TRAP
OPERATED IN ST. LOUIS

Dr. Arthur L. Murray Believes Same
Type Should Be Used in
Washington.

That municipal fly traps, such as are
operated in BEt. Louls and described
and {llustrated in The Star of yesterday,
would be a good thing for Washing-
ton, was the statement of Dr. Arthur L.
Murray of the health department last
night.

Dr. Murray, who has been in charge
of the fly-swatting crusade in the Dis-
trict for several years, and arranged the
eampaigns conducted by The Star, said:
“It would be a mighy good thing for
Washington to have a few huge fly
traps located at some of the more prom-
inent street intersections.

Would Arouse Interest.

‘“*The mere sight of such traps would
attract attention and arouse interest in
the fight against the flies,”” he sald. He
suggested that a contrivance with a
double cone., the top one to be smaller
than the lower, would bhe an Improve-
ment on the St. Louls trap.

Dr. Murray thinks the St. Louls plan
would mean a great deal to the people
of Washington, Their presence on the
streets, he said, probably would sug-
gest the use of traps to persons who
have none in their homes, and thus the
fight against the extermination of the
disease-carrying insect would be
greater.

During the campalgn for awatting the
fiy. conducted by The Star several
years ago, 2 boy named Burdett, who
was aone of the prize winners, con-
structed a trap on the corder of the one
in St. Louis, although not as large. It
was used in the vicinity of Center mar-
ket and caught approximately 307,300
flies one day, Dr. Murray stated.

Imitation of Ordinary Trap.

The fly traps that are located In vari-
ous parts of St. Louls are the centers
of attraction to visitors to the eity.
"Phege traps are a huge Imitation of the
ordinary fly traps cne often sees in

butcher shops. At the bottom there iz a
eonical opening and under this opening
one places a plece of suet or a piece of
meat. The flies swarm by the thou-
sands around the balt, and fly up
through the opening In the cone into
the trap. from which thersa is no es-
cape. The trapa are three-story affairs,
with plenty of light and alr for the flies.

FLOOD LEVEL FALLING.

Potomac Carried Away Railroad
Ties From Local Yards.

The Potomar river yesterday morn-
ing was high enough to cover the pler
at the Alexandria shipyard with a foot
or more of water and about a 130
railroad tlies helonging to Washington
dealers wers washeq away, and prob-
ably will be lost. As Tar as known
this was practically all the damage
done hers or at Alexandria hy the
high water. The river lust night was
mot as high as it was vesterday morn-
ing by several Inches, and the river-
men belleve the highesat of the water
has been reached and that within the
next twenty-four hours it will return
to normal

l.ate yesterday afterncon the current
that was aweeping under the Potomac
bridges down the Virginia channel
showed no slgne of decreasing
strength, The yellow flood was rolling
and bolling under the Highway bridge
as If a big fire was under it and it was
estimated that the speed of the cur-
rent was in exceass of five miles an
Bour. So far but few logs have been
brought down by the current, but thesa
may come later when the flood comen
down from the upper reaches of the
river.

At low water vesterday afternoon
the level was geveral inches helow that
of Friday at the same period. Accord-
fng to steamboat masters the strength
of the current is felt as far down the
river as Glymont, and the muddy water
is rapidly making its way to the salt
water portion of the river.

AMERICAN RAILWAYS
EARN OVER A BILLION

Interstate Commerce Commission
Report Shows Operating Income
and Net Revenue for the Year.

More than $1,000,000,000 in operating
income will be earned by the railways
of the United States for the year end-
ing this month.

An interstate commerce commission
report yesterday showed that during
the ten montha ending with April,
operating revenues of the roads
amounted to $2,797,817,963, Indicating
a total of approximately $3,360.000,000
by the end of the fiscal year, and
operating expenses were $1,527,816,880,
indicating a total of about $2,208,000,-
000 for the year.

Net revenue from railway operations
durlng the ten months was $970,001,082,
but deductions for tax accruals and un-
collectable revenues brought the re-
corded operating income to $848,542,135.

Operating income per mile of road

was $3,703 for the fen months, com-
pared with $2,600 in the same period
last year.
In the eastern district the operating
income per mile was $6,335, compared
with $4,019 last year's period. In the
southern district, $2,817, compared with
$1,876, and In the western district,
2,783, compared with $2,180.

Patriotic Citizen Offers to Contrib-
ute Machine for National De-
fense, Provided—

A patriotic, presumably foreign-born
American, who wants to do his or her—
the sex is not certain—part in promot-
ing preparedness, Has conceived the no-
tion of bullding an airship as a contri-
bution to the forces of defense and of-
fense.

CAPTURE MORE VILLAGES
IN GERMAN EAST AFRICA

L.ONDON, June 17.—British forces
operating in the eastern part of German
East Africa have made further advances,
occupying the village of Kilimanjaro and
another village nearby. A large German
force is confronting the British in this
sector. Farther south, near the coast,
the British have occupied the important
post of Korogwe, and to the northwest
have ’seized positions in the Vietoria
Nyanza sector. These announcements
ara made in an official statement just
issued, as follows:

“Kwedizwa, six miles north of Handeni,
has been occupied: also the village of
Kilimanjaro, close to Handenl. A large
German force is Intrenched near the
Handeni water supply.

“The important station of Korogwe and
the wagon bridge over the Pangani river
have been secured by the British.

“The Island of Ukerewe, north of the
German port of Manusa, on Lake Vie-
toria, has been occupied, and two Krupp
guns and stores taken."

Portuguese in l"ig-ht.

LOURENCO MARQUEZ, Portuguese
East Africa, via London, July 17, 4:32
a.m.,—An official atatement on the fight-
ing in northern Portuguese East Africa
savs:

“The Germans on Tuesday made a sur-
prise attack against the Portuguese post
of Namaka. The fighting lasted an hour,
the Germans using explosive bullasts. The
Germans crossed the river (Rovuma) in
dugouts, but were forced to retire into
the bush on the left bank.

“The Portuguese troops lost five killed
and two wounded. The German losses
are unknown.
